Four scholarships have been awarded to four BLSE students this summer, 
and they deserve them. 

The Class of 1974 Scholarship was made possible by the gifts of last year's 
graduating class who presented the scholarship to assist one of their junior 
colleagues in completing her or his education at Bread Loaf. Ms. Rhetta Colon 
is this session's recipient. Alias Queen Elizabeth, after she was born in Ham- 
burg, Iowa, she immediately left the state and followed her parents, famous 
yak herders, through 8 states and 3 countries. She acquired some education 
along the way, as well as an allergy to trees, dust, and yaks. As a result of 
this, she developed her famous sneeze, for which she won a scholarship to PLly- 
mouth State College in New Hampshire. Well travelled and poorly read, she 
attribůtes her success in life to two years at the American College in Paris, 
and the boring nature of life in the 70s.
